As attorney for the Teamsters Local 693 
V elf are ’’’rust Fund, I am enclosing herewith proposed 
Agreement to be executed by Local 693 and the 
respective employers contributing to the Teamaters 
Local 693 Welfare Trust Fund in connection with the 
termination of the Teamsters Local 693 Welfare Trust 
Fund, 


After this Agreement is executed, the local 
fund will discontinue coverage of Local 693 members, 
effective May 1, 19^5, and The New York State Teamstera 
Council Welfare Trust Fund will provide the insurance 
coverage thereafter. From May 1, 1955 to May 15, 

1955, the local fund will wind up its affairs and on 
or before May ib, iwb‘> # all its assets will be trans¬ 
ferred to the Council fund. 

In connection with the proposed Agreement, 
find that Article 12. Section 11. Subdivision D of 
your Constitution provides as follows: 

"(d). No contract entered into 
between a local union and any employer 
or employer group ahall be valid and 
binding upon such local union until 
approved by the General President or 
unless approval thereof is at any time 
specifically waived by him or his 
representative," 


In view of the foregoing provision, would you 
lease obtain und send to me a waiver from the General
